Bay, Hawaii. 
Professor Lyons, 
the Government meteorologist, has Just 
received some specimens of black pum- 
ice stone from Mr. Leslie of Napoopoo, 
which his Informant &nys Is floating all 
over the Bay of Kealakekua. 
The pum- 
ice is of a shiny, Jet black and covers 
the surface 
of the water for miles 
In 
every direction. 
The 
theory 
Is that 
there has been a submarine outbieak 
In 
the vicinity, and that pumice has been 
ejected by the seismic action. 
In 
1877, when 
there 
wns a volcanic 
eruption on the Island of Hawaii, simi- 
lar pieces 
of floating lava were found 
Hunting on the surface of the water sur-
